are.  It's  helped  our  relationship,  too,  by  working  together,"  Michael  says. 

Also  working  at  JBC  are  seniors  and  soon-to-be-married  couple,  Tim 
Wilson  and  Brigitt  Rosa.  Wilson  aids  in  the  van  ministry  that  provides 
transportation  for  children  to  and  from  church  services  and  activities;  the 
youth  and  children's  ministries  which  includes  taking  the  kids  to  confer- 
ences, social  outings,  and  youth  rallies;  and  working  with  the  benevolence 
ministry.  Rosa  is  assistant  children's  coordinator.  This  position  entails 
teaching  on  Sundays,  assisting  the  director  in  preparing  schedules  for  the 
rotation  of  teachers,  and  the  implementation  of  a  point  system.  The  point 
system  allows  kids  and  youth  to  earn  rewards  by  bringing  friends  to 
church,  doing  their  quiet  times,  etc. 

Not  only  are  students  active  in  the  ministry  of  local  churches,  faculty 
and  staff  members  are  as  well. 

Dr.  Don  Clerico  teaches  the  college  Sunday  School  class  at  Old  Fort 
Baptist  Church  every  Sunday.  Nearly  half  of  the  class  is  composed  of  CSU 
students  with  the  other  half  made  up  of  students  from  other  colleges  in  the 
area  and  students  who  are  already  in  the  workforce.  Clerico  leads  students 
in  examining  a  book  of  the  Bible  and  sharing  prayer  requests  with  one 
another,  and  simply  spending  time  in  fellowship.  Clerico  and  his  wife 
hosted  a  Passover  at  their  house  this  past  December  where  all  of  the  Sun- 
day School  students  came  and  participated  in  a  Passover  service  that  was 

written  by  a  Jewish 
believer  in  an  effort  to 
show  that  Christ  was 
the  ultimate  fulfillment 
( >1  the  Passover. 

"It  gives  me  the 
opportunity  to  very 
specifically  and  inten- 
tionally examine  the 
Bible  and  God's  revela- 
tion through  it,"  Clerico 
said.  "It  forces  me  to 
study  the  scripture.  I 
grow  and  learn.  We're 
reading  about  people 
in  a  real  time,  with 
real  struggles,  who 
we  can  relate  to. 
They  struggled  with 
their  Christian  walk 
just  as  we  do."

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Beyond  National  Borders

Her  resume  is  like  reading  that  of  a  well-traveled  corporate  CEO  or  a 
jet-bopping  aristocrat.  However  Dr.  Mela  Wyeth,  with  all  of  her  world 
travel  and  experience,  has  one  very  special  attribute;  she  is  a  professor. 


As  the  newest  addition  to  the  CSU  School  of 
Business,  Dr.  Wyeth  brings  with  her  experi- 
ence in  international  business  that  is  quite 
impressive:  a  former  professor  at  the  Moscow  Insti- 
tute for  Law,  Economics,  and  Political  Science,  and 
more  than  20  years  in  multinational,  multimillion  dol- 
lar industrial  projects  and  market  development. 

Wyeth  grew  up  in  Michigan  and  received  her 
bachelor  of  ails  degree  in  Soviet  and  East  European 
Affairs  from  the  University  of  Michigan.  She  holds 
two  master's  degrees  from  Webster  University  in 
Vienna,  Austria,  and  her  Ph.D.  from  the  Social- 
Technical  Institute  in  Moscow,  Russia.  Wyeth  says 
that  choosing  her  field  of  study  for  undergraduate 
field  wasn't  unknown  in  the  early  1970s. 

"It  was  the  early  Vr()s  and  the  beginning 
of  the  Cold  War  Era  thaw,"  said  Wyeth.  "A  lot  of 
commonalities  were  becoming  more  evident  and 
there  was  a  tremendous  increase  in  public  sector 
spending.  The  University  of  Michigan,  Ann  Arbor, 
had  a  very  pan-optic  approach  to  economics." 

So,  how  did  someone  with  so  much  international 
experience  pick  Charleston  Southern?  The  reasons 
many  of  us  do,  family  and  that  "Charleston  charm." 

"While  our  son  has  been  in  college  at  The 
Citadel,  we  would  come  to  Charleston  to  visit  him 
between  our  commutes  to  Vienna  and  Moscow  and 
fell  totally  in  love  with  the  city  and  the  surrounding 
area,"  said  Wyeth.  "After  a  time,  we  decided  to  buy 
a  home  for  our  retirement  and  use  it  a  few  weeks 
a  year.  However,  we  found  it  harder  and  harder 
to  leave  each  time,  so  we  shifted  more  of  our 
existence  here." 

Many  will  agree  that  our  world  is  growing 
smaller  daily.  Those  who  do  not  learn  to  do  business 
in  a  global' environment  will  soon  be  left  behind. 
Wyeth  sees  her  role  at  CSU  as  helping  prepare 
students  to  do  business  in  this  global  economy. 

"As  almost  all  businesses  and  products  now 
have  multinational  or  transnational  elements,  busi- 
ness can  no  longer  be  seen  through  one  lens,"  said 
Wyeth.  "Students  and  established  businessmen  and 


women  have  to 
adjust  their  focal 
length  beyond 
national  borders." 

Adding  a 
hands-on  experi- 
ence will  be  one 
of  Wyeth's  main  emphases. 

"I  would  like  to  get  students  out  into  the  field 
as  soon  as  possible,  either  through  internships  or 
live  data  case  studies  with  local  firms,"  said  Wyeth. 

When  asked  to  compare  her  impressions  of 
European  education  with  that  of  America,  she  uses 
one  very  recognizable  word:  priorities. 

"Generalizations  are  always  mine  fields,  but  the 
general  impression  I  have  is  that  Western  European 
and  Russian  societies  prioritize  education  differently 
than  we  do,"  said  Wyeth.  "Parents  are  expected  to 
oversee  their  children's  participation,  performance 
and  academic  careers.  Around  the  ages  of  10  -  l-t, 
children  are  steered  into  technical,  trade  school,  or 
college  prep  tracks.  Those  intending  to  study  on  a 
college  or  university  level  must  pass  rigorous  state 
exams,  and  those  who  successfully  complete  these 
exams  have  roughly  the  equivalent  of  an  associate 
degree  in  the  U.S.  European  students  do  not  have  a 
fraction  <  >f  the  extracurricular  activities  offered  in  U.S. 
schools;  it  is  not  expected  to  be  fun.  This  is  not  to 
say  that  students  don't  have  fun,  they  are  just 
expected  to  do  it  on  their  own  time  and  nickel." 

With  an  ever  watchful  eye  on  priorities,  Wyeth 
will  use  the  same  teaching  techniques  she  used 
while  in  Europe  and  Russia,  yet  never  forgetting 
what  it  feels  like  to  be  a  student. 

"I  will  set  very  high  standards,  try  to  motivate 
my  students,  offer  accessibility,  enthusiasm  and 
humor,"  said  Wyeth.  "I  am  very  fortunate  to  really 
like  each  of  the  subjects  I  am  teaching  (finance, 
money  and  banking,  microeconomics,  and  interna- 
tional business)  and  sometimes  it  spills  ewer.  I  also 
can  remember  how  hard  it  was  for  me  to  grasp 
certain  concepts  -  I  nearly  failed  my  first  accounting 
course!  -  and  I  tiy  to  de-mystify  certain  concepts."

The  Buccaneer  football 
team  has  had  a  winning 
season.  Not  just  on  the 
field,  but  in  the  lives  of  the 
"Little  Hues"  who  love  them 
so  much. 

"Big  Buc/Little  Buc"  has 
been  a  volunteer  program  with 
the  football  team  since  1991, 
w  hen  Head  Coach  David  Dowd 
first  initiated  it  at  the  Rollings 
School  for  the  Arts.  In  this 
program,  football  players  spend 
their  Friday  afternoons  going 
to  schools  and  eating  lunch 
with  children  who  are  chosen 
by  administrators  for  various 
reasons.  The  team  eats  lunch 
with  the  kids,  then  spends 
some  time  with  them  in  the 
afternoon. 

"I  think  the  cafeteria  is  the 
place  where  people  are  most 
visible,  and  for  these  kids  it 
really  helps  to  raise  their  self- 
esteem  when  they're  being  seen 
eating  lunch  with  a  big  football 
player,"  Dowel  said. 


Dowd  first  designed  this 
program  to  put  an  emphasis  on 
commu nity  service . 

"I  think  (the  program)  is  veiy 
important  -  when  you  coach 
you  don't  just  coach  football, 
you  coach  life,"  Dowd  explained. 

The  program  has  entered  six 
different  schools  in  the 
Charleston  area.  Each  of  the  six 
assistant  coaches  take  their  posi- 
tion players  to  a  particular 
school  each  Friday  during  the 
football  season.  Often,  the  play- 
ers are  asked  to  come  back  at 
the  end  of  the  year  for  gradua- 
tion or  special  events. 

"The  'Big  Bucs'  need  the 
'Little  Bucs'  as  much  as  the  Lit- 
tle Bucs'  need  the  Big  Bucs' 
sometimes,"  states  Dowd. 

This  program  is  voluntary 
for  the  team  members,  yet  every 
one  of  the  players  has  commit- 
ted to  being  involved  in  the 
project.  Each  player  has  to  pay- 
tor  his  travel  expenses  to  and 
from  the  schools  and  receives

no  compensation  for  it  whatso- 
ever, except  for,  as  Dowel  said, 
"knowing  they're  doing  the  right 
thing." 

Similar  to  the  "Big  Buc/Little 
Hue"  program  is  the  "Little  Buc 
Captains"  program.  In  a  similar 
way,  this  gets  children  involved, 
but  in  this  case,  it's  mostly  chil- 
dren who  are  related  to  faculty 
or  staff.  These  children  walk 
hand-in-hand  out  on  the  held 
with  the  CSLl  football  captains 
to  observe  the  coin  toss.  The 
objective  is  to  get  members  of 
the  faculty  and  staff  involved 
and  interested  in  the  football 
program.  So  far,  approximately 
35-40  faculty/staff  have  had  their 
children  or  grandchildren  be 
"Little  Buc  Captains." 

The  focus  of  eac  h  of  the 
programs  is  to  allow  the  players 
to  play  a  part  in  the  lives  of 
people  in  the  community. 

"They  don't  realize  the  power 
and  the  influence  that  they  have 
with  these  kids,"  said  Dowel.
